Probably the 
tliickest and blackest is ^arrison's. 1 caniiot identify the rdst of it. I suppose tliat 
it the transcript tliat led the girls in the steno pool to give up and that did 
the rest, '^'liis is fcot a close xerox of t at and the size was deduced at soirte point. I 
ca:inot maize out mucu of tin: vrrltin/;. 

I note tliat I tuld Garrison, basei/ on wliat ^ena said, tliat there was IRS in- 
terest i'l liin. They filed against him several yeor.s after the Sha<(; cases ended.

Tlie "wliole is.sue" of your letter is everal unrelated issues. I thtnk ^ have 
some of my participation in tlie case before Hilleck in Post Mortem but tliat was written 
so long ago I am not certain. I was asked to bo thcjsubject-matter expert and as such ^ 
sat at counsel table with the lawyer farrison sent up, Numa Bertel. I never "left the 
investihation" no matter vrli(^t yon mean by tliat. I was independent of Garrison in Hew 
Orleans, sometiras I gave bim whut 1 developed and most of my time was spent trying to 
learn more aout Oswald. I was never pari* of garrison’s "investigation" so it was not 
possible for me to leave it. 

If you (^e ever near here and w^nt to go into wliatever you are driving at I'll 
be gldd to tal/\ it bjit not to take tho t.me to write it now. 

As I recall Epsteinlcer' s footnote 26 was less tlian accurate. The so^ces you 
give mo explains that.

1 bolieve^j^hat Fred Newcomb, a commercial artists, would be 
honest in his efforts. I did not tlien know tlVit he and Idfton were so to speak in bed 
with oacli other. So when ^ could not find a typewriter in garrison office not in use and 
Ivon could not ho took me into the steno 's room and Wed the senior one there, ^rraine 
leBoeuf, if she take a little dictation. It was short, perhaps given the irrationality

I do not recall wliat I've said b'^fore about tlie Lif ton. Thornley relationship 
after '^homley found out in V/ashingbon tliat tlie Uorainission had no more use for him than

to him. Tlie surrounding info made it clear tliat Lifton had liim do it. Lifton v/as then 
already on the* outs with ^arrison.As I believe I told you the crook of a Baltimore cop 
v/ho works for Livingstone also worked for Lifton. Tliere was much stolen that onli'’ Ligton 
v;ould liave any interest in lather tlian just making copips, v/hich all could do here. Some© 
one hhJcl:ed several basement files for me and tliat is among wliat is missing. Tliere is 
no^ J3!uch space in ray of J.ice and what was not of current interest to me was moved 
there to give me file space An uiy office. Also stolon was the only copy I'd made of 
my page-by-page analysisTand comment ^Viry on Best Biridonce, which is neither, and the 
duplicafion of Lifton* s FOIA request I mde of the ITO. the Tbomley-Boatwr^^ht 
correspondence, original hojographs^are gone. I did give Sciamhra a copy for that office. 
Garrison did not ask for tliat affvldavit and never believe<l it so for a I know. ***t was 
to the best of ray laiov/ledge all Idfton.
